The mine opcrator.s also said 
they were satisfied with the local situa- 
tion and predicted that within a few 
days virtually full shifts of men would 
be working infill the mines.

; Summary of the 


Day's War News 


Although the movement of the Rus- 
sian 
infantry 
engaged 
in 
General 
Korniloff's big offensive in eastern Ga- 
licia is being hampered by bad weather 
the Cos.sacks apparently have 
been 
able to keep up their dashing tactics. 
This is Indicated by a 
report 
from 
Petrograd through Rome today that 
the town of Dollna has been occupied 
by Russian forces. 


If this announcement proves accu- 
rate it means an advance of more than 
thirty miles for the Russians since the 
opening of the 
drive 
south 
of 
the 
Dniester a week ago. 
The official re- 
ports have placed them nearly two- 
thirds of 
this distance 
from 
then- 
starting point, as Kalucz, taken 
by 
Korniloff's troops last week, is some 
twenty miles from Stanislau, 
which 
virtually was their place of departure. 


At Kalucz the Russians wore estab- 
lished on the westerly bank of the 
Lomnica, whence the Austrians had 
not been able to drive them, although 
heavy attacks had been launched in 
the attempt. 
The route thence to Do- 
lina lies along the Stanlslau-Stryj rail- 
way line. 
An advance here 
means 
considerable progress in the movement 
now under way 
intended 
to 
throw 
Gen. von Boehme-Ermolli's army back 
against the Carpatl)ians. 
The Rome 
reports, indeed, declare that this al- 
ready has been accomplished. 


The hard fighting that has marked 
the last few days along the French 
front in northern France still con- 
tinues. 
Last night the Germans made 
a desperate attempt to regain the im- 
portant observation posts 
they 
lost 
when the French on Saturday night 
took a strongly fortified position in 
the 
vicinity of 
Monthaut 
and 
the 
Teton in the 
Champagne. 
The 
at- 
tacking forces were able to make no 
impression whatever on the Teton po- 
sitions and at Monthaut they recov- 
ered only a narrow foothold on the 
edge of the disputed ground. 


The 
French, 
in 
local 
operations, 
made some progress south of Ailles 
on the Aisne front and repulsed sev- 
eral strong attacks near St. Quentin 
and south of 
Corbeny. 


On the British front only raiding 
operations and artillery and airplane 
activities are reported.

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GUN MODERN ARM? NEVER! 


Tripod - Mounted 
R e v o l v e r , Firing 
"Round Bullets for 
the Christians and 
Square Missiles for 
U n s p e a k a b l e 
Turks," Was Pat- 
ented in England 
199 Years Ago. 


E W S P A P E B S of the country a few 
days ago chronicled Jn somewhat 
routine fashion that the 
machine 
irun strengrth of the purposed American 
armies is to be increased ten-fold. 


This, perhaps, to the casual 
observer 
tot the events of the world's greatest war, 
1« a colorless detail, especially as com- 
pared to the spectacular aeroplane and 
submarine developments which appeal to 
t h e Imagination of the average 
reader. 
B u t to the millions of Americans regis- 
tered for draft, a considerable number of 
whom 
are 
moat 
certain 
to 
see 
active 
service in France in the new infantry or- 
^ganizations, this terse W a r 
Department 
announcement bristles with signiHcance. 
To those more fervid and aggressive pa- 
triots this ten-fold multiplication of lead 
Bprays pictures victorious assaults, to the 
tnore shrinking and cautious a beneficent 
protection, to all certainty of grim real- 
ities of war. 


Probably no greater 
compliment could 
^e paid to this a r m of the service. 
And 
fcertalnly 
no more propitious time could 
be found to pay it than in this, the 200th 
^ear since James Puckle of London took 
>ut 
his 
letters 
patent, a f t e r "at great 
fcxpences" 
having invented 
"a 
portable 
irun or machine called a defence, thatt 
discharges so3 often and soe many bul- 
Jets, and can 
be 
so 
quickly loaden na 
Renders it next to impossible to carry a n y 
Ihip by boarding." 


Most citizens and many military 
men 
conceive of the machine gun as a mod- 
>rn invention. 
Not BO. 
While from the 
invention of gunpowder some such ma- 
thine was pictured, it, nevertheless, 
re- 
mained for Puckle to produce the 
re- 
volver-tripod type of gun, a s the proto- 
type of the later Catling, from which 
ivolved the modern Maxim. 


Whence comes the proof that 
"James 
Puckle, gent.," of London, just 200 years 
Igo was at work in his little shop on the 
problems of a repeating gun? W h a t are 
the successive steps which mark the pic- 
turesque development of this arm to its 
leadly efficiency of 1917? 


The answer to the first question is sup- 
plied in the library of Hugh K. Wagner, 
Bt. Louis, a patent 
attorney, 
where- a 
ïopy 
of the 
original 
English 
patent, 
{ranted July 25, 1718, contributes a ml- 
aute description 
of Puckle's 
Invention. 
The illustration of the Puckle gun shows 
% striking resemblance to the tripod and 
revolver chamber with crank that marks 
the Gatling type. 


One's Interest in the illustrations which 
Ur. 
Puckle furnished in obtaining 
his 
patent at once turns to the humane pro- 
flsions the inventor had in mind in fight- 
teg civilized Christian nations, for which 
à nice, round bullet was 
provided, 
as 
tgainst the square slug for the unspeak- 
able Turk. 
The moralist will quickly call 
^o mind the twentieth century mode of 
Ightlng, with Its murder of women and 
tables on, the seas. Its gas bombs. Its 
Iquld fire, and other undreamed of meth- 
ods of destruction of helpless 
noncom- 
Satants f r o m the air, sea and land. 


Botating Chamber Piece. 
The records of the British patent office 


describe the Puckle sjun as follows: 


The gun is a revolver and mounted on 
a tripod. 
It has a single barrel and a 
rotating 
chamber 
piece, 
consisting 
of 
short cylinders fastened around a hollow 
center, which works on a horizontal pin 
attached 
to a barrel. 
Several sets of 
chamber pieces, each containing six or 
more chambers, may be used with 
the 
same barrel, so that as soon as all the 
charges of one set have been fired from 
one chamber piece, it is unscrewed from 
the fixed pin or axis on which it revolves 
and 
another 
chamoer 
piece, 
ready 
charged, is put in its place. 
The shapes 
of the chambers and of the bullets may 
be varied, some "for shooting square bul- 
lets against Turks," others for shooting 
"round bullets against Christians." 


Puckle called his gun "A Defence," and 
with an 
undisguised 
attempt 
to 
curry 
favor with the crown, 
appended 
this 
couplet: 


"Defending King George, your 
country 


and lawes. 
Is ^defending yourselves and 
Protestant 
cause." 


The text of the patentee's declaration, 
in Old English script, is a s follows: 


"Whereas, 
our Sovereign 
Lord, 
King 
George by his letters pattents, 
bearing 
date the Fifteenth Day of May in the 
Fourth Year of His Majesties reign, was 
graciously pleased to give and grant unto 
me, James Puckle of London, Gent., m y 
executors, administrators and 
assignees 
the sole privlege and authority to make, 
exercise, work and use a portable gun or 
machine by me lately Invented, called a 
Defence In that part of His Majestle's 
Kingdom of Great Britain called England, 
his Dominion of Wales,. Town of 
Ber- 
wick-upon-Tweed, 
and 
His 
Majestle's 
Kingdom of Ireland, in such manner and 
with such materials as should be ascer- 
tained to be the aforesaid new 
Inven- 
tion, by writing under my hand and seal 
Inrolled In the High Court of Chancery 
within three calendar months of the date 
of the aforesaid pattent as in and by his 
Majestle's letters pattents, relation being 
thereunto had. doth and may 
amongst 
other things more fully and a t large ap- 
pear, NOW, I, the said James Puckle, 
doe hereby Declare that the 
materials 


whereof 
of the aforesaid 
machine 
Is 
made are steel, iron and brass and the 
trepeid 
(tripod) 
whereon 
it 
stands, 
is 
wood and iron, and tliat in the above 
print (to which I hereby refer) the said 
gun or machine by me invented is de- 
lienated and described. 
July the 25th, 
1718. (Signed) James 
Puckle." 


Giving due credit to this Englishman of 
the early eighteenth century, Americans 
may read of the development of the ma- 
chine gun with exceptional pride. 
For. 
while the machine gun appears to have 
taken 
a 
part in the Napoleonic 
wars, 
when 
fighting 
reached a new efficiency, 
all accounts point to Its lethargic 
de- 
velopment and in instances a growing dis- 
favor, for the next century and a half, 
or until the American civil war. 


Then 
came 
Richard 
Jordan 
Gatllng 
(1818-1003), 
and 
Sir 
Hiram 
Maxim, 
a 
Maine Yankee, for aU his knighting in 
1901; 
and 
Hotchkiss, 
whose 
gun 
the 
French army and navy adopted over all 
others, and the recent Lewis gun, 
the 
adoption of which by the British stirred 
a 
world-wide 
controversy, 
wherever 
Americans were concerned. 


The Encyclopedia Britannica pays Gat- 
llng the tribute of pointing out his gun, 
used first by Grant in the late stages of 
the civil war, succeeded in the Franco- 
Prussian w a r of 1870 and later European 
wars 
to the 
Spanish-American 
war 
in 
1898, 
where 
Its 
heavier 
calibers 
were 
flred 
alongside with the lighter Maxims 
then coming Into general use. 


The m o d e m machine gun differs from 
Its crude forbears by its firing mechan- 
ism, which uses either the gun recoil or 
the unused energy of exploding gases to 
fire and 
reload. 
The 
same 
authority 
names Sir Hiram Maxim a s the first in- 
ventor to produce a 
finished 
automatic 
gun of practical value. 


Of the machine guns used in the civil 
war, the Scientific American points out 
that twenty-five kinds testified to the in- 
ventive genius of the period, but only one 
Burvlved-the 
Gatling. 
In 
the 
Franco- 
German 
war • machine guns, known 
as 


mitrailleuses, were employed, and, though 
crude, and so heavy that they had to bo 
drawn 
by 
horses, 
they 
suggested 
the 
potentialities of the new kind of arm. 


But tho menace of the newly invented 
torpedo boat in the 70s was the most po- 
tent stimulant to the development of tho 
machine gun. 


Maxim Not a Gunmaker. 


The Gatling. which survived In general 
use during the 80s, consisted of six to 
ten 
barrels, 
grouped 
around 
a 
central 
shaft and turned by a crank handle, net 
unlike the Puckle type. 
It fed f r o m ft 
hopper, and could be locked to firo at a 
certain 
point, 
or 
moved 
about 
on 
a 
swivel to "scatter 
fire." 
But it had in- 
numerable objections, most of which have 
been done away with in tho modern guns. 
It 
weighed 
too much—as 
high 
as 
700 
pounds, requiring four men to fire and 
eighteen men to take It Into action. 
It 
Jammed 
frequently, 
and 
as 
smokeless 
powder w a s unknown It would 
shortly 
create a smoke pall which obscured tlw 
sight of gunners and required rests while 
the smoke cleared. 
Originally of 1-inch 
caliber, 
firing 
a 
3^-ounce 
projectile 
they later were made of rifle caliber, but 
could only fire 600 rounds a minuto from 
ten 
barrels. 


Then came the HotchkJss gun. named 
a f t e r its American Inventor, who estab- 
lished works at St. Denis, near 
Paris, 
and whose product shortly was adopted 
by all the 
first-class 
powers for the sec- 
ondary batteries of ships. 
It was a five- 
barreled 
revolving 
gun 
of 
thirty-seven 
millimeters 
(1.45 Inches) caliber, 
up 
to 
fifty-three 
millimeters, weighed 80 pounds 
and 
flred 
a 
projectile of from _ 1 to 0 
pounds. 


In quick succession came the Norden- 
feldt gun, adopted by the English army, 
and the Gardner type, of whlc^, in 1882, 
the Admiralty ordered 273. 
It was this 
winter that Hiram Maxim, then living at 
a hotel in Paris became Interested In the 
development of rapld-firers, and although 


he had never tnnde a gun in his life, ac- 
cordiiip: to his own admission, he deter- 
mined to enter the competition. So he 
went to Ensland, where his experiences 
are told in his own words: 
, 
"Tho first problem for solution was to 
make iin automatic machine gun 
using 
the service rifle ammunition, and when it 
was announced 
that an American 
me- 
chanical engineer and electrician, having 
a small machine shop in Hatton Garden, 
had 
invented 
and 
made 
an 
automatic 
machine gun that would actually load and 
fire Itself 600 times In a minute by energy 
derived from the recoil, very few were 
prepared to believe it, especially as the 
gun was said to have only one barrel. 
It 
was said to be all a bluff —a typical Yan 
kee yarn. 


"However, when the late King Edward 
—then the prince of Wales—tho duke of 
Edinburgh, tho duko of Cambridge and 
the dulce of Sutherland had visited my 
place and fired my little gun. it becamo 
the fasion for all the celebrities in Lon- 
don to visit my works and fire tho gun. In 
this way over 2iK>,000 rounds of service 
cartridge were used." 


A short time later Maxim was instruct- 
ed to take his gun to Hythe for a test 
before the late Lord Wolseley, and an 
interesting anecdote was tho result. 


"The range was GOO yards and the tar- 
get a very largo cast-iron 
arrangement 
which really acted a s a gong," 
wrote 
Maxim years afterward, in describing the 
incident. "At first a belt of »33 cartridges 
was attached to the gun. I pulled the trig- 
ger and the whole went oft in half 
a 
minute. 


"When, however, I ceased 
firing, 
the 
drumming on the gong-like target con- 
tinued, and this very much puzzled his 
lordship. I explained to him that when I 
had ceased firing there were a consider- 
able number of projectiles In the air, so 
that the noise continued until all tho pro- 
jectiles had reached the target and all 
the echoes had returned." 


Tho Maxim gun immediately established 
Itself. Its accuracy was vastly Improved 
over the crank-firing system, which neces- 
carlly deranged the sight of the gunner. 
Through 
Lord 
Wolseley's influence, the 
gun was adopted in both branches of the 
English service. Wolseley then called o i 
Maxim to produce a machine gun of ef- 
fective range at 3000 yards that would 
shoot through the steel plates of ammu 
nition wagons, and, at tho same time stop 
a mad rush at close quarters. 


The Deadly "Pom-Pom." 


Maxim's answer was a projectile three- 


quarters of an inch in diameter, 3 inches 
long, 
firing 
a heavy charge. This fero- 
cious cartridge had another Ingenious de- 
tail. 
A muzzle attachment for the gun 
was provided, and when attached 
four 
steel cutters would groove the envelope so 
tliat by centrifugal force it would break 
up 
at 
close 
quarters 
and 
bwst, 
very 
much like grape or canister. 


The principal objection to this gun was 
that the gunner could not see the effect 
of his .»ihooting, to correct his fire. Maxim 
remedied tliis by substituting a bursting 
charge of black powder. 
This gun made 
its bow in the South African war, in 
which it was tho artillery surprise. 
It got 
its name from its biMsting charges, which 
the natives referred to a s "Pom Pom." 


Maxim then went Into competition with 
Armstrong, Hotchkiss and Nordenfelt to 
produce a gun for I'ring on torpedo boats. 
He scored another advanced step by de- 
vising an absorber to take up the terrific 
recoil of a gun iiring a projectile 21 inches 
long, a very painful operation to the gun- 
ner sighting the wen pon. 


That Maxim was at this time a keen 
student of chemistry, and that the labo- 
ratory contributed fully as much as the 
forge and machine shop to tho develop- 
ment of tl^e machine gun, is proven by tho 
accounts of Maxim's invention of smoke- 
less pov.-der. 
Wolseley had objected to 
the great amount of smoke produced by 
the rapid 
firing. 
Maxim went to work, 
and his flnal contribution was a satisfac- 
tory 
mixturo 
of 
pure 
trlnitrocellulose 
(true gun cotton), with a small percentage 
of castor oil added to the solvents. 


The discovery of French melinite, her- 
alded as one of the greatest scientific dis- 
coveries, set Maxim to work to discover 
tho secret. 


"Upon one occasion," Maxim later re- 
lated, "while I was visiting in France 1 
took a party of French officers to lunch at 
the Cafe Anglais with one of m.v fellow- 
directors. 
Shortly after we were seated 
a very pompous gentleman entered and 
one of the officers stated that this gentle- 
man had made a lot of money recently; 
he had been to England and had 
pur- 
chased for the French Government all tho 
carbolic acid he could 
find. 
Tho officers 
told us of a remarkable new explosive 
that they had obtained. 
They said: 
"It 
is very powerful. Its disruptive effect Is 
greater than dynamite. 
It is not affected 
by moisture or high temperature: it is 
Vííry, stable. It will not explode if thrown 
Into a hot furnace, but burns away like 
resin; if placed on an anvil and struck 
with a sledge hammer. It will not go off; 
It may be loaded Into projectiles and shot 
through armor plate without going olT. 
If, however, it is properly confined In a 
strong receptacle and set off with a pow- 
erful detonator. Its disruptive effects are 
simply Immense.' 
"When the lunch w a s over my fellow- 


dlrector asked me if there was any con- 
nection between carbolic acid and higli 
explosives. 
I told him that there was. 
that picric acid was used in the arts 200 
years before it was known to be an ex- 
plosive, 
that 
picric acid 
was 
tri-nltro« 
phenol, phenol being carbolic acid. 


"Twenty-four hours after this event I 
was back in England: I had picric acid in 
my laboratcrv- and found that it would 
stand every test except one. 
If placcd.on 
an anvil and struck with a hammer it 
would detonate, but by mixing it with a 
small quar.tity of pcniflln wax and di- 
nitrobenzol. the compound would melt In 
boiling water and would not detonate hy 
being struck with a hammer." 
The secret became a general one short- 
after, though in A.Ticrica several dif- 
ferent kinds uf "ites" were announced.

French and British began, the Ger- 
man front had been divided into two 
sectors entirely independent of each 
other.

V^ast German Forces. 


At the beginning of th® Franco- 
British offensive the Germans had at 
their disposal 
on the 
whole front 
stretching from 
the North 
sea to 
Switzerland, 147 divisions, of which 
105 were actually in the front line and 
42 in the rear ready for employment 
at any point where 
their help was 
needed. 
These reserve divisions were 
about equally distributed in the north- 
ern and southern sectors. 


The situation on the Russian front 
permitted the 
Germans to 
detach 
some of their active divisions from 
that side and at the same time they 
formed several new divisions, which 
they brought to the French front so 
that on June 20 the number of their 
divisions facing the French and Brit- 
ish was 155 in spite of the fact that 
they had replaced the active divisions 
brought 
from 
Russia 
by 
landwehr 
units sent from this side. 


The strength of the German forces 
on the Franco-British 
front cannot, 
however, be calculated exactly from 
the number of their divisions, for no 
fewer than 112 of the 155 have been 
thrown into the 
battles at various 
times and 23 of them have been twice 
engaged, thus totaling in reality 185 
divisions which have been In action. 


Losses Gauged Acciirately. 


As a general rule a division Ig not 
withdrawn from the fighting line until 
it has lost one-third of its e^ectlves 
and thus the German losses may be 
fairly 
accurately gauged. 
For 
In- 
stance, a German division nowadays 
when at full strength numbers ap- 
proximately 7,500 Infantrymen. 


Therefore the 135 divisions, which 
have passed through the fire have in 
all probability each lost 2,500 killed, 
wounded and prisoners, making in all 
347,500 casualties in less than three 
months without regard to losses among 
the artillery engineers and other ner- 
vice troops. 
Forty-three of the Ger- 
man divisions on this front have not 
taken part in the fighting, these com- 
prising eighteen 
landwehr 
divisions, 
considered as second line troops, and 
twenty-five other divisions.

STILL TALKING COAL. 


Governor Goodrich has been for several 
Idays in Washington holding 
consultations 
i.;with sundry persons and groups in an effort 
|;to get guiding light on the coal situation. The 
l-igovemor took occasion to repeat with some 
[additions of emphasis that if the federal gov- 
jernment shall fail to deal with the general 
; coal situation in a way to bring relief to In- 
; diana there most surely will be a special ses- 
jsion of the legislature to take appropriate ac- 
ition. Governor Goodrich states, as he had 
' previously stated, that he prefers federal ac- 
•tion and will undertake separate measures on- 
2y as a last resort. 


That the governor means business would be 
less open to intervention of doubt if his con- 
sultations in Washington were a little less of 
A partisan character. Only republican mem- 
)jers of the Indiana delegation in congress 
•were allowed to be privy to his inner views 
tind intent and the council was held in the of- 
fice of Senator James E. Watson. Betting 
solely on the dope-sheet, there is not much to 
be hoped for if Senator Watson is to have a 
hearty say-so in measures to bring the Indiana 
coal barons to time. Still the dope-sheet may 
be stale and the senator may be running in 
new and better form since his advent in the 
senate of the United States. That is a pleas- 
ant hope if not a plausible conclusion, and 
there is no harm in embracing the hope until 
it proves futile. 


The probability is that Governor Goodrich's 
purpose in taking counsel of the Indiana re- 
publicans in congress had less to do directly 
with the price of coal and assurances of dis- 
tribution than with the political consequences 
of a special session of the legislature. Special 
sessions are not always to partisan advantage. 
The last such session held in the state was 
fraught with partisan consequences of which 
Senator Watson must still have sorry recol- 
lections. Moreover, there is no reason to sup- 
pose that either Senator Watson or Senator 
New can l?e especially enamored of* the idea of 
doing anything drastic to bring the Indiana 
coal barons to time. The governor has ad- 
vanced some in his political and social outlook 
as compared with his partisan confreres of the 
fitandpat type. We do not question the sin- 
cerity of his purpose nor the determination of 
his mind that something must be done to re- 
lieve the coal situation in this state. 


So long as there shall continue to be failure 
iof the federal trade commission and other 
Agencies of the general government to take 
fcffeetive measures for relieving the country of 
the grave menace of a fuel famine during the 
coining winter, there can be no serious quarrel 
^ t h Governor Goodrich if he guides his ac- 
tions by partisan considerations—and we do 
not intend here the inference that he is seek- 
ing to do anything of the sort. We are quite 
•willing to believe that he is not and to hold 
io that belief until the contrary appears. 


There ought to be early and conclusive ae-. 
tion upon the fuel issue. The federal govern- 
ment is the authority through which this can 
best come. If no relief comes that way, Gov- 
ernor Goodrich can help the Indiana situation 
by getting the legislature together and ob- 
tfiining laws that will permit the state govern- 
ment to exercise such control of the mines and 
mining as will insure ample production and 
prices that comport reasonably with the times. 


The governor of Indiana and the governor 
of Illinois join in complaint that the census 
bureau estimates of population for the pur 
poses of the army draft do their respective 
states injustice. It may be and probably is 
tl^e truth. But the census bureau probably 
took without the question the word of Chi- 
C|igo and the boast of Evansville as to in- 
creases of population. 


And now we have it on the word of a sen- 
ator from Missouri—^not Gumshoe Bill, either 
—that Herbert C. Hoover is a food gambler, a 
sort of J. Rufus Wallingford and that he 
plunged in beans. Well, well, well. Next we 
shall hear that Kerensky is the promoter and 
chief stockholder of a powder mill in Russia 
and that Woodrow Wilson has all his surplus 
salary salted away in airplane stocks. Little 
J more than half a century ago men of very 
good standing were trying to prove Lincoln 
a tyrant and usurper and some centuries ear- 
lier the mob yawjed and yelled at One still 
better, "Crucify him, crucify him!"—^which 
at length the mob did. There are no analogies 
here, but this, that and the other simply go 
to show.

THE RUSSIAN DRIVE. 


On the whole front, from the gulf of Riga 
to Rumania, the Russian armies are in mo- 
tion. A massive drive along the whole long 
line is proceeding and the Teutonic allies have 
been suddenly thrown into a panic of hasto 
to meet it. 


It is not to be expected that along tha whole 
front the Russians will be able to achieve ad- 
vances such as have marked the campaign of 
the brilliant Korniloff in Galicia during the 
whole of the present month. Nevertheless, the 
spectacle of the Russ armies up and at it is 
inspiring. 
It creates a powerful diversion 
that will afford immense relief to ally arms 
along the Belgian, French and Italian fronts 
and can be conceived as opening.the way t\ 
some developments in the Balkans, where foi 
a year Serrail has been getting ready and then 
getting ready some more. 


Aside from the importance of military ad- 
vantages that must issue from the Russian 
drive, the movement itself is almost a miracle. 
A month ago it was Germany's sneer and the 
ally fear that the Muscovite was out of bus- 
iness in the war for many months if not for 
good. There was every indication and promise 
that in arms Russia had become a futility, that 
the Teutonic defense from the Baltic to the 
Black sea had become merely nominal and 
that practically the whole of the German and 
Austrian forces had been made available for 
the western and Italian fronts. There is no 
denial that the French and British offensive 
designed for the late spring was badly shat- 
tered by the fall-down of Russia folloAving the 
revolution. The entrance of America into the 
war was the brightest ray of hope and that 
was felt to be not altogether full compensation 
for the loss of Russia from the field. 


What Russia is doing today discloses more 
than ever the brilliant, almost superhuman, 
achievements of the young Kerensky, Russia's 
minister of war. Within half a dozen weeks 
he has transformed his nation, rejuvenated its 
armies and set its forces fired with new spirit 
upon a militant progress that may mark a 
sharp turning of the tide of war. Russia may 
and doubtless will suffer reverses—perhaps se- 
vere ones—but she is playing the game now 
with wonderful eclat and in Galicia with tre- 
mendous success. It is as astonishing as it is 
inspiring to view this amazing come-back of 
Russian arms so soon following what had the 
appearance of almost complete disappearance 
of spirit and abatement of energy. 


PADDING THE CENSUS. 


It is openly charged on the floor of the Uni- 
ted States senate that the census estimates on 
which draft allotments to the states are based 
have been padded in such wise as to reduce the 
just quotas of southern states and to impose 
on northern states the unfair duty of making 
up the deficiencies. 


If a less incontinent partisan and south- 
baiter than Senator Lodge or a less sodden 
party man than Senator Brandegee constituted 
the head and front of such a protest it would 
have better weight, though on the other hand 
if they stood alone in making it the charge 
would be much less impressive than it is, for 
they do not stand alone. 


It is a matter that ought to be looked into 
with good temper and fairness, but Avith set- 
tled purpose to get at the truth. The senate 
has taken such steps and properly so. If 
there is any design to permit the southern 
states to slack in the raising of armies it ought 
to be made clear to the country.

A great deal is being said and writ- 
ten these days about the conservation 
of food supplies and the elimination 
of all kinds of wastes. 
In 
normal 
times this is a good doctrine to preach 
but now. In the midst of a world war 
that may lengthen into years and tax 
every resource of our country it as- 
sumes far greater importance 
than 
the mere increase of individual or cor- 
porate profits and becomes a patriotic 
duty. 


Perhaps no field offers greater op- 
portunities to develop pay dirt through 
a systematic effort than does indus- 
trial occupations of all kinds. 
Fac- 
tories are already beginning to feel 
the scarcity of help and after one or 
two levies of drafted men are with- 
drawn from them the pinch will be- 
come acute and a remedy 
urgently 
sought for. 
Women will replace men 
in large numbers as they are doing in 
other countries, but with all the help 
they can give the manufacture of war 
supplies will still be too slow, because 
anything short of immense quantities 
beyond the most reckless consumption 
when needed may spell disaster. 
The 
logical thing to do in this emergency 
is to get greater production from a 
given floor space and a given number 
of employes. 
Not by harsh measures 
and driving, that is obsolete, but by a 
systematic and thorough investigation 
of methods, processes, machines and 
men, to the end that Btiindards may be 
established and wastes of all kinds 
eliminated. , Wastes 
of 
mental 
and 
physical effort,. wastes of 
material, 
wastes of transportation, 
wastes of 
motion, and numerous other wastes, 
so prevalent In our factories, that must 
eventually, war or no war, be turned 
Into a profit to save the business from 
competitive 
financial 
disaster. 


Large losses are of minor import- 
ance because they are usually seen and 
quickly taken care of. It is the small 
losses, those Inconspicuous 
as 
units, 
but large In the aggregate that caose.s 
most trouble. 
A few seconds or even 
a minute or two lost while performing 
an operation, while setting a tool, or 
while handling material may seem a 
trivial thing and unworthy special at- 
tention, and would be if Infrequent, but 
when repeated a great many times the 
sum of the minutes and seconds so lost 
often reach a figure, in dollars and 
cents, that is startling. 
In the course 
of an investigation by the writer, one 
operation was found to take one and a 
half minutes. 
This was the average of 
fifty stop-watch readings taken at lifty 
machines. 
Thirty-eight per cent of 
these readings did not exceed forty-five 
seconds and one minute would have 
been a liberal time allowance. 
Tak- 
ing one and a half minutes, however, 
as a basis and using conservative fig- 
ures for the other factors the yearly 
cost. In time alone, for this one opera- 
tion was found to be $41,700. 
Since 
some of these operations were a nec- 
essary part of the process a further 
investigation was made and the unu- 
vo^able cost fixed at |20,799, leaving 
for 
unnecessary 
operations 
(which 
might have been eliminated by a little 
Investigation and common sense ac- 
tion), the sum of $20,901. 
Most oper- 
ations of this kind can be figured as a 
detached business by Introducing the 
proportionate cost for burden, mate- 
rial, etc.. belonging to them, which 
emphasizes the Importance of little 
losses, better than can be done In any 
other way. - In this case the little In- 
signiflcant one and a half minute busi- 
ness reached the snug sum of |104,0C0 
per year. To put the matter in a more 
practical way.

Recruiting 
Officers

Urged to Be Vigilant to 
Keep It Out. 


Washington, July 17.—A warning 
against the acceptance by recruiting 
officers of applicants for naval or mil- 
itary service who 
may be suffering 
from trachoma was issued today by 
the public health service. 


"The history of 
European 
wars," 
reads 
the 
statement, 
"shows 
that 
trachoma has been a grave menace to 
the efficiency of fighting forces, in- 
validing thousands of men and blind- 
ing 
large 
numbers 
of 
its 
victims. 
Despite the confusing and contradic- 
tory statements in connection 
with 
trachoma the contagious character of 
the disease is unquestionable." 


One hundred years ago, the state- 
ment continued, one Belgian soldier in 
every five suffered from the malady 
and "the English, Prussian, Russian 
and other armies suffered from the 
ravage of this disease." 


Careful examination of the eyes of 
all applicants is urged. 


"An applicant who la found to be 
suffeering with a well marked trach- 
oma," the statement reads, "should 
not be immediately rejected, but should 
be given treatment and his trachoma 
cureed. 
He can then be again exam- 
ined to determine whether he has re- 
sulting visual defects sufficient 
to 
cause his rejection. In this way, a case 
of contagious disease will be eliminated 
and probably a good soldier gained."

(By BIDDY BYE.) 


With the invention of new canning 
processes, many new words have been 
added to the housekeeper's 
cooking 
vocabulary. 
By studying these 
new 
terms and the general principles of 
canning, any woman will be able to 
do her share for her country, day by 
day, a can at a time, without mar- 
tyring herself to the canning season. 


She will be able to put up sweet 
corn, string beans, carrots, peas and 


other starchy vegetables, an accom- 
plishment to which her grandmother 
aspired but never acquired, 
because 
she never knew the meaning or Im- 
portance 
of 
"sterilizing," 
"blanch- 
ing," etc. 


To help 
those •W^ho 
have 
never 
canned before, as well as those who 
are familiar with only the old-fash- 
ioned processes, the following list of 
new canning terms, with definitions, 
has been compiled: 


Scalding—To dip a fruit or vege- 
table In boiling water in order 
to 
remove the skin without loss of pulp, 
to eliminate acids, and stop flow of 
coloring matter. 


Blanching—^To boil 
very 
quickly 
for a brief period, to harden tissue, 
set color, and eliminate bitter 
sub- 
stances from the fruit or vegetable. 


Blanched 
vegetables 
pack 
more 
closely in the Jars than do others. 


Cold Dip—Rapid cooling of fruits 


and 
vegetables 
after 
scalding 
or 
blanching, by plunging In cold water. 
The cold dip helps to separate the 
skin from the pulp, to set color and 
harden tissue. 


Sterilizing—To boil fruit or vege- 
tables for a certain period after the 
container has been sealed, in order 
to kill 
the bacteria 
which if 
alive 
cause food to spoil. 


Processing—Another word for steri- 
lizing, 
boiling or cooking, 
used 
es- 


pecially in connection with commew 
cial canning outfits. 


Cold Pack—Method of canning In 
which container is 
filled 
with un- 
cooked. blanched food, which is then 
sterilized in the can set in a water 
bath. 


Open K^ettle—Old method of cook-« 
ing food on top of stove, then pour- 
ing into 
sterilized jars. 
Stil! con- 
sidered very good in making marma- 
lades 
and other 
concentrated fruit 
preserves. 


fectiveness. 
For 
there 
are 
many 
things of exceeding simplicity which 
are greatly needed by the Red Cross 
and other relief societies, and which 
the child can well do. 


perhaps the point to fix in mind 
firmly 
before choosing what shall be 
made, is how it is to be made. 
The 
pattern should 
not be too large or 
small for possible use. 
The materials, 
too, should be of good quality. 


If your child can knit there are the 
abdominal bands, for which yarn that 
is all wool should bo used instead of 
that which is partly cotton and wool, 
for 
the difference 
in the 
resultant 
warmth is enormous. 
In making ban- 
dages use unbleached muslin, 
which 
is inexpensive, but do not use cheese- 
cloth. 


The making of bandages Is very in- 
teresting and can be done by the very 
little girl. 
All that Is necessary is a 
small machine, for 
rolling 
which is 
not very expensive. 
This machine is 
essential, for 
nurses and 
physicians 
cannot use the hand-rolled bandages, 
as they are not sufficiently firm or 
even. 
There is 
a 
greater 
need 
of 
bnadage rolls than of any other sin- 
gle article, and one cannot make too 
many of them. 


The bandage rollers range in price 
from $1.75 to $2.75/ and are simple 
little contrivances, having 
a central 
rod, ends and a handle for turning. 
The bandage rolls may be three or 
four 
inches 
wide 
and 
seven 
yards 
long, and are preferably of unbleached 
muslin, whloh costs about 7 or 8 cents 
a yard. 
They should be fastened at 
the ends by a few stitches and should 
not be pinned. 


Simply made, too, 
are the gauze 
pads. 
They 
are nine inches square, 
of 
eight thicknesses, 
made 
from 
a 
piece of gauze one yard wide and one- 
half yard long and folded. 
Cotton 
swabs, too, can be made by the child 
whose hands are 
just beginning to 
obey 
her behests. 
They are merely 
bits of absorbent cotton, mad« in cir- 
cular swabs about an inch in diameter, 
and at one side twisted up Into a tight 
little handle. 
The bandages should be 
done up in packages of twelve and 
firmly tied, and the pads In tied pack- 
ages of twenty-five.

(Staff Correspondence). 


Verdun, France, July 17.—The war has 
converted Verdun into an underground 
city! 


Ninety feet into the earth, beneath the 
shell torn area that is still being bom- 
barded by huge shells from German 45's, 
SO,000 civilians and allied soldiers live 
and enjoy themselves. 


Verdun, once one of the most imposing 
cities of northeastern France, and one of 
the four most powerful fortresses on the 
Franco-German border, exists no longer 
above the ground. For more than a year 
it has been lying in niins and scarcely 
with human habitation, while the Gler- 
mans kept up their ceaseless but unavail- 
ing pour of shells into the city. 


It gaTe tho French defenders time to 


dig down into the rock and stone beneath 
the citadel of Verdun and construct an- 
other city ninety feet under ground, safe 
from the constant shell fire above. 


The new city now houses the popula- 
tion of Verdun besides soldiers on leave 
from 
fighting 
above. 
Fifty 
thousand 
people go about their daily tasks in the 
light of electric and oil lamps, and only 
when the din of battle lets up a bit do 
they venture above for a short glimpse of 
sunlight and a snatch of pure air. 


Every convenience of a modem city, on 
the earth's surface, can be found here in 
underground Verdun, even to the little 
cozy theater where the soldiers are per- 
mitted free to i e entertained and dis- 
tracted from tne horrors of the battlefield 
above.

that there is more than one kind of 
ruthlessncss. 


The particular kind of ruthlossncss 


with which'he Is going to Answer the 
kaiser's bloody kind is expressed by 
the rather harmless sounding word 
"embargo." 


President AVilson has proclaimed 


to the world that after July 15 no 
commodity that is essential to the 
making of war may be shipped from 
this country to any other country with- 
out license. 


This means that no- licenses will b$ 


granted for the export of a ton of food 
or material that can by any possibility 
find its way to Germany. 


First the necessities of the people 


of the United States will be considered, 
next the requirements of our allies. If 
there is anything left, the neutral na- 
tions will be allowed to purchase it, but 
only in such quantities as are absolute- 
ly necessary for their own use. 


It will be up to the neutrals to prove 


what their necessities are and to give 
such guarantees as will satisfy the 
president that there will be no tran 
shipment to Germany. . 


The president's' embargo proclama- 


tion is by far the most important ac- 


' 


such a violent change in our attitude 
as to the rights of neutrals that we 
have adopted it only as a last resort. 


That we have been forced to adopt 


it and virtually say to the neutral na- 
tions,'"Fight with us or eat with Ger- 
many," is due in great measure to the 
cowardice and cupidity of the neutrals 
themselves. 


Germany has stood and is standing 


over them with the threat of the 
mailed flat if they do not help feed 
her. And at the same time she threat- 
ens, she tempts with unheard-of prices 
for what she wants. 


As soon as Uncle Sam's embargo 


gets into good working order there 
not only will not be any surplus food 
in the neutral countries; there will ac- 
tually be such a food scarcity that they 
will all have to go on a ration basts. 


For America and her. allies are not 


going to permit the people of neutral 
nations to eat three square meals a 
day at the allies' expense unless these 
nations earn this right by joining them 
in the war against German autocracy. 


It is not considered at all unlikely 


in diplomatic circles here that Amer- 
ica's embargo will force the neutrals 
on? by one into the .war against Ger- 
many.

The recommendation of tbo interstate 


commerce commission, repeated in its 
latest annual report, "that the use of 
steel cars in passenger train service be 
required," seems in a fair way toward • 
being carried out without further effort . 
on the part of the commission. Only 
three wooden cars for passenger service 
were built in 1916 and only ten wooden 
cars for passenger train sewic? were- 
under construction on Jan. 1, 1917. 


The building of wooden passenger train 


cars has practically cc-ased. The bulletin 
of the special committee on railway oper- 
ation shows that there were in passen- 
ger train service on Jan. 1, 1909, approxi- 
mately 629 all steel cars .and C73 cars 
laving steel underframes. 
On Jan. 1, 


1017, there were in such service 15,754: all 
steel underframes, representing increases 
of 2,405 per cent and 812 per cent, re- 
spectively. 


There are now in service 39,169 wooden 


cars in passenger train service, indicat- 
ing a retirement of 8,957 wooden cars 
from service since Jan. 1, 1912, the date 
of the previous census. Of this number 
2,213 were retired during the calendar 
year 1916. This record includes a total 
of 61,309 passenger train cars and covers 
reports from roads representing 235,406 
miles of railway in the United States.
